HE SPOKE AT A MASS MEETING IN TIRANA, ALBANIA. THE SPEECH WAS 
REPORTED BY THE OFFICIAL SOVIET NEWS AGENCY TASS. 

KHRUSHCHEV, WHO IS MAKING A 12-DAY VISIT TO ALBANIA, ALSO 
REITERATED HIS WARNING THAT IF AMERICAN MISSILE BASES ARE SET UP IN 
ITALY AND GREECE, RUSSIA MISSILES WOULD BE PUT IN ALBANIA. 

THE SOVIET PREMIER SAID THE WESTERN PROPOSALS PUT FORWARD 
AT THE BIG FOUR FOREIGN MINISTERS’ CONFERENCE IN GENEVA DO NOT 
"CONTAIN A SINGLE ELEMENT FOR NEGOTIATIONS.*® HE SAID THE WEST WAS
